Jute has been known and cul- 
tivated since remote times in India, 
particularly in the lower provinces, 
but its employment as a. textile by 
the nat ions of the oarth It an In- 
dustry that oolongs to the prcsen', 
century. 

It was first recognized under a 
■ffpkrate head in the custom-house 
records or tho Indian government in 
1828, though tho fiber had been sent 
to tho European markot in trifling 
quantities during tho two or throe 
previous decades. Tho first exports 
h jut", in the year Mined above, 
amounted to but 18 tons, to 1S.">0- 
51 tho total exports, Including jute 
rope, hud reached 30,000 ions and 
in 1871-72, 310,000 tons. At this 
time 35 districts of India were cul- 
tivating 800,1100 acres In jute, moro 
than one-half of this area lying in 
nine districts of northern Bengal. 

Up to this date hemp and flax had 
been used to bale the cotton crop of 
the United States, and jute as an 
articlo of ini|)ort occupied a very 
small place. The year 1872, bow- 
ever, saw tho native fibers super- 
seded by tho India product, partic- 
ularly in tho west, resulting in the 
almost total destruction of the in- 

ata tries they represented 

As already shown, tho present 
imports of the liber into this coun- 
try are enormous, while the ex- 
ports of raw fiber to all countries 
from India amounted in 1891-95 to 
nearly 049,000 tons, tho export; 
manufactures also showing large 
figures.

dreds of little cultural experiments 
wore conducted, in the south from 
the Carolinas to Texas, and ample 
proof was secured that the plant 
was well adapted to cultivation iu 
tho United States. It is unneces- 
sary to give special reference to the 
vorable testimony published at tho 
ne, further than to state that tbe 
inual and monthly reports of the 
department for five or six years fol- 
lowing 1870 contain many articles 
and communications on the subject, 
which form an authentic history of 
American introduction of the 
plant and tho efforts to establish it 
cultivation. That these efforts 
failed to give practical results is due 
largely, no doubt, to the absence of 
adequate machinery with which to 
prepare tho fiber for market, this 
being the stumbling-block that has 
prevented success and hindered ad- 
vancement in new and promising 
fiber industries even at a latei 
period. 

The failure to establish the in- 
dustry in the early seventies did not 
prevent further effort, for experi- 
mental culture has been continued 
at intervals down to the present 
time, the advent of a new invention 
for stripping tho fiber often proving 
the stimulus. 

) samples of fiber pro- 
duced from American-grown jute, 
they have been proved equal (and in 
some instances superior) to the 
India product Some very excellent 
samples of the fiber received by the 
department from Louisiana in 1873 
were pronounced by 
judges to be 60 per cent better than 
the foreign fiber as imported. —Re- 
port of tho United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 

Gold Resources of the Transvaal. 

Of his recent extended study of 
the gold resources of South Africa, 
Dr. Becker says that the Transvaal 
republic contains the largest gold 
deposits in tho world. Within 15 
miles of Johannesburg there is an 
amount of gold, practically in sight, 
estimated to be worth $3,500,000,000, 
■ly as much as tho entire volume 
of gold coin now in the world. Tho 
gold is extraordinarily uniform, as 
uniform as coal in an ordinary do- 
posit, as shown by shafts which 
havo been snnk to a depth of 1,800 
feet, and diamond drillings which 
have gone still further. At present 
the gold is being taken out at the 
rate of $100,000,000 a year. 

An Island of Chalk. 

The English island of Thanet 
(forming a part of the county of 
Kent) is almost wholly composed of 
chalk. The island is ten miles in 
length and about five in breadth, 
and has more chalk exposed on its 
surface than any other spot of equal 
area on the globe. British geolo- 
gists say there are not less than 
42,000,000,000 tons of chalk "in 
sight" on Thanet, and that it would 
take 10,000 men and 5,000 horses 
and carts 20,000 years to move it, 
providing it were dug up ready to 
be carted away.— St Louis Repub-
